2. The Electoral Commission o: the Communist Party claims that the Comuniste - 
can contribute about fifty-three to fifty-five thousand votes for the slate 
of the combined group. ‘Tle Law of Elections permits the Partido Socialista 
Unificado to present candidates, so the candidates desired by the Communists 
will be placed on the list of the Soclalistas Unificados. 


3e This coalition will be sble to muster about one hundred and fifty thousand 
votes, according to the Political Commission of the Communist Party, and 
could possibly gain twenty-five seats in Congress.

recent revoluticiary threat failed to materialize, the danger that the PCCh 
might come unde: a more reactionary goverment than the present one was 
averted, On thy other hand, the, recent conspiracy, Osorio feels, has under- 
mined the conf‘ilence of the reat’ of the political parties in the Government 
of Gonzalez Villa, The period of repression of the Pasty has served the 
purpose of bringing to light a great number of real militants who have 
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offered their services to the Party. These militants “i;ht otherwise have 
remained unknown or would have been classified as less loyal. ‘the Party 

. will now be in a position to replace the old leaders who are too vell~ 
known by the public, 


Communists state that the present period of confornity with the Government 
“is superficial and may be compared with ‘the unrest existing during the 
reine of the former president, General Ibanez, which unrest culminated in 
the overthrow of that Government. Party or,anizations are counseled not

These 
militants are in a reserved status and will receive instructions only 
from the secretary of the local committees; 


f, Carry out a campaign of painting Communist slogans on walls and sides 
of buildings ys : 


» In each cell meeting, all militants should try to make a “voluntary 
contribution" in addition to their monthly dues. The sum collected in 
this manner will be given to the local committee to be used in cuses 
of emergency. No aid may be expected from the Central Cormittee be-
